Mexico City, No v . 8.—Deliv ery o f 
an ultimatum fro m the United States 
to term inate relatio ns with Huerta- 
Mexican go v ernment befo re No v . 22, 
the date fixed fo r the co nv ening o f the 
Mexican co ngress, is co nfidently ex­ 
pected here. 
The o nly alternativ e will be agree­ 
ment o n the part o f Victo riana Huerta 
to agree to the term s o f the Washing­ 
to n co mmunicatio n. 
Jo hn Lind, President Wilso n’s per­ 
so nal representativ e, was in co nfer­ 
ence here fo r mo re than -two ho urs 
with Sir Lio nel Carden, the British 
minister. 
Neither Mr. Lind 
no r 
Sir Lio nel 
wo uld repeat fo r publicatio n the gist 
o f their co nv ersatio n, but it is be­ 
liev ed that the o pinio ns o f the two 
men differ widely regarding the Mex­ 
ican pro blem and the part the United 
States sho uld play in its so lutio n. 
It dev elo ped that Mr. Lind’s stay 
In the capital wo uld be lo nger than 
was anticipated. 
It Is no t impro bable 
that he will remain here until either 
final settlem ent o r a break in the ne­ 
go tiatio ns Is reco rded. 
Mr. Lind failed to manifest any en­ 
thusiasm o v er the pro spect o f Huerta 
giv ing up o ffice. 
Fro m his manner 
and his co nv ersatio n he indicated that 
he believ ed the nego tiatio ns are near­ 
ing an end.

Tndianaj>o lis, No v . 8.—The strike o f 
the emplo yes o f the Indianapo lis Trac­ 
tio n and Terminal co mpany was set­ 
tled thro ugh the effo rts o f Go v erno r 
Samuel M. Ralsto n. 
The emplo yes wo n their demand fo r 
arbitratio n, but no thing is said abo ut 
reco gnitio n o f the unio n in the term s 
o f settlement. 
Street car serv ice is to be resumed 
within twelv e ho urs, acco rding to the 
teim s o f settlem ent o f the 
strike, 
which also pro v ides against any fur­ 
ther interference with the o peratio n 
o f the cars. 
All the men who were in the em­ 
plo y o f the co mpany o n Friday night, 
Oct. 31, when the strike was called, 
and all emplo yes since discharged o n 
acco unt o f jo ining the unio n are to be 
reinstated by the co mpany with full 
senio rity rights and witho ut prejudice. 
The co mpany, ho wev er, is no t co m­ 
pelled to reinstate men who engaged 
in v io lence during the strike, but the 
refused men may appeal to the public 
utilities co mmissio n o f Indiana fo r a 
hearing. 
Disputes and griev ances as to wages, 
ho urs, co nditio ns and serv ice will be 
referred to the utilities co mmissio n fo r 
arbitratio n if the co mpany and em­ 
plo yes 
fail to reach an 
agreem ent 
within ten days. 
The co mpany must 
take up these griev ances with its em ­ 
plo yes within fiv e days after the re­ 
sumptio n o f serv ice. 
The 
utilities 
co mmissio n, by 
the 
term s o f settlement, must giv e a de­ 
cisio n, which shall be binding o n ail 
parties interested fo r three years. 
The settlem ent means that 2,000 
members 
o f 
the 
Indiana 
natio nal 
guard, called here by the go v erno r, 
will be sent back. 
The strike resulted in fo ur deaths 
and injuries to a hundred o r mo re 
perso ns, including sev eral po lic« o ffi­ 
cers.
